The following letter, which is self- 
explanatory, was sent by the South 
City Fourth of July Committee to 
Richard Cornelius, w ho, in his answer 
received Ibis morning, stales that it 
will he impossible to grant the request: 

Mr. Richard Cornelius, President of 
Carmen’s Union—Dear Sir: South 
San Francisco, Han Mateo County, has 
arranged for the largest Fourth of July 
celebration ever given on the Penin¬ 
sula. When preparations for this 
event were commenced, about two 
months ago, the citizens were in hopes 
that the street car strike would, by 
that time, be amicably and satisfactor¬ 
ily adjusted.

It is use¬ 
less for us to comment upon their 
loyalty to you and your men, in re¬ 
fraining from riding to and from their 
work. We simply mention this fact 
to impress upon you THAT THFRF 
IS “NONIGGKU IN THE WOOD- 
PI LFi.” This idea has suggested it¬

ARE CRUD 


MOTORISTS NEAR FRESNO SUD¬ 
DENLY DISCOVER FLAMES 
CONSUMING MACHINE. 


Blaze Extinguished After a Desper¬ 
ate Struggle in Which Oue Man 
la Severely Burned. 


Fresno, June 28.—Whizzing along 
at a speed of twenty-five miles an 
hour, Alfred Ehmann, formerly of 
this city, and Fuller Gates of the Pa¬ 
cific Motor magazine were amazed to 
discover the tonneau of their ma¬ 
chine blazing. The car was brought 
to a stop and the occupants fought 
the fire with gunny sacks, extinguish¬ 
ing it after the tonneau, a rear wheel 
and the seats of the machine had 
been destroyed. Ehmann was badly 
burned about the face and neck and 
was brought to Fresno for medical 
attention. 

The men were on tneir way from 
Los Angeles to Fresno in a large 
Pope Toledo touring car, when 
six miles the other side of Tipton, 
after leaving Bakersfield, they struck 
a straw-covered road. The theory is 
that straw collected in the muffler 
and ignited. Citizens of Tipton ob¬ 
served the blazing automobile as it 
rushed by, but were unable to warn 
the occupants. For seven miles the 
machine raced and the fire blazed. 
Gates and Ehmann were brought to 
Fresno in a machine sent down to 
Tipton. 


The Hague, June 28.—The first 
•ub-committee of the first committes 
, (arbitration) met yesterday, M. 
Bourgeois presiding. M. Bourgeois 
read a communication addressed by 
the Pan-American Congress held at 
Rio de Janeiro to the Government of 
the Netherlands, for transmission to 
the peace conference, announcing the 
results reached on the subject of ar¬ 
bitration aDd expressing the hope to 
see these principles adopted by the 
conference in a form corresponding 
with the interests of the civilized 
world. M. Bourgeois also read a 
communication from Argentina re¬ 
garding arbitration in general and its 
1 relation to The Hague Court of Arbi- 
i Ration. 

The Argentine delegation submit¬ 
ted the text of all the arbitration 
treaties concluded since the confer¬ 
ence of 1 899. M. Bourgeois therefore 
invited suggestions on the subject. 
He pointed out that the conference 
is a diplomatic assembly and not a 
parliamentary one, adding that the 
Reading of articles did not Imply 
their adoption. 

Eight articles were read without 
observations except from Joseph H. 
Choate, who proposed the addition to 
Article III of Part II, the words, 
“and to the desired end” that the 
signatory powers should offer their 
good offices and mediation. 


FORM OF BINDING AGREEMENT 
HAS BEEN DECIDED UPON 
BY SHIPPERS. 


If Ratified by the Railroads Will GIva 
Much Relief to All Parties 
Concerned. 


Yale Heats Harvard. 

New London, Conn., June 28.—In 
such a smashing, gruelling, headlong 
finish as stamps it as easily the great¬ 
est contest ever fought by the two 
ancient rivals of the Thames, the 
’Varsity crew of 'Vale yesterday beat 
Harvard’s shell across the winning 
line by a scant three-quarters of a 
length. 

From the starter’s pistol-shot to 
the very end the race was one heart¬ 
breaking struggle for an inch of gain. 
Rowed just at sundown up river 
through one long lane of vessels 
with 10,000 yelling spectators watch¬ 
ing from trains on both banks, it was 
the most beautiful regatta picture of 
all those that have been painted on 
the bosom of the Thames. 


A Sacramento Tragedy. 

Sacramento, Cal., June 28.—Miss 
Winnie Leavit, a well known young 
woman of this city and a stenog¬ 
rapher for a local hardware firm, was 
shot and fatally wounded yesterday 
by E. J. Rogers, an employe of the 
store, who had become much at¬ 
tached to her but whose love she did 
not reciprocate. The shooting took 
place In the main office of the firm 
and was witnessed by about twenty 
of the employes. 

Rogers came here about a year 
ago from Oakland, where he has a 
young brother residing. His mother 
was killed nine months ago by an 
Oakland train. 

After shooting Miss Leavit, Rod¬ 
gers went to the basement of the 
store and fired a bullet through his 
heart, dying instantly. 


Chicago, June 28.—A binding 
agreement between shippers and the 
railroads, the dream of American 
commerce, in the form of a uniform 
bill of lading, practically has been 
agreed upon. Representatives of 
commercial interests and all the 
trunk lines of the country have set¬ 
tled upon the form of the new bill 
and the Interstate Commerce Com¬ 
mission has concurred. It will be 
submitted for the ratification of the 
railroad and commercial interests of 
the country early in July. 

The effect of the ratification will 
be to make the new bill of lading a 
part of the Interstate Commerce law. 
The shippers then will have the 
thing for which they have clamored 
for the last decade—a railroad re¬ 
ceipt binding on the carriers. The 
negotiations have been thus far 
carried on by railroad representatives 
and members of the board of direc¬ 
tors of the Illinois Manufacturers’ 
Association and the American Ship¬ 
pers’ Association. 

The new bill will hold the initial 
road and its connections liable for a 
shipment from the time it is deliv¬ 
ered to the company until it is de¬ 
livered to the consignee at its desti¬ 
nation. 

The Illinois Manufacturers’ Asso¬ 
ciation has pressed the matter before 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
for three years. The conditions were 
agreed upon at a conference May 24 
and 25 in Chicago. The conditions 
were placed before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission with the view 
of having them incorporated in a law 
that would be mutually protective 
and it was agreed that a draft of the 
bill of lading and conditions would 
be submitted to the railroad and 
commercial interests of the country 
early in July. 


liarrinmn Arrested. 

New London, Conn., June 28.—E. 
H. Harriman, the railroad financier, 
was arrested during the Yale-Harv- 
ard ’Varsity race here yesterday by 
order of Lieutenant Ballard, Presi¬ 
dent. Roosevelt’s naval aide, and held 
aboard the revenue cutter. 

The reports say that the railroad 
magnate was trespassing upon the 
waters of the committee boat, where¬ 
upon was Lieutenant Ballard, who 
frequently warned the Harriman 
launch aside. Harriman, paying no 
attention to the warnings given, was 
placed under arrest. 


Posse Surrounds Stage Robber. 

Wawona, Cal., June 28.—A tele¬ 
gram from Ahwanee says that the 
Sheriffs of Mariposa and Madera 
counties have tracked the bandit who 
held up the Yosemite stages to a 
point twenty-five mile* from the 
scene of the crimes, and now have 
him surrounded in the Chowchill 
mountains. The robber traveled by 
a circuitous route to the place where 
he now is in hiding. Jack McQuirk, 
who brought in the news of the 
chase, is confident that the bandit 
will soon be captured or killed. 


Must Finish State Capitol. 

Sacramento, June 2 8.—Governor 
Gillett, Attorney-General Webb and 
Secretary of State Curry, comprising 
the Capitol Commission, met yester¬ 
day to consider the delay in the work 
of finishing the repairs to the State 
Capitol building, and after consid¬ 
erable discussion directed the Secre¬ 
tary to notify the firm of A. Merrill & 
Co. of San Francisco that work must 
be commenced on the steel stircase 
at once. If this order is not complied 
with steps will be taken to forfeit his 
contract and recover damages from 
the bondsmen. The work was to have 
been commenced some time ago and 
the commissioners are greatly an¬ 
noyed by the delay. 


Strawberries as Big as Potatoes. 

New York, June 28.—Patrick 
O’Mara, one of the speakers last 
night at a dinner of wholesale seed- 
men who have been holding a con¬ 
vention here, caused a stir by an¬ 
nouncing that a new fruit is being 
raised in New Yersey which win be 
nkown as the “Millionaire Straw¬ 
berry.” O’Mara said that the new 
strawberry would be almost as large 
as a Burbank potato. He visited the 
farm in New Jersey, he said, where 
the new fruit is growing and found 
that nearly two carloads will be 
ready for market next season. 


Boise, Idaho, June 28.—The 
greater part of the morning session 
of the Steunenberg murder trial was 
used in completing the examination 
I of William F. Davis, whom Orchard 
; swore inspired several of the prin¬ 
cipal acts of violence committed at 
Cripple Creek*during the strike. Sen- j 
ator Borah searchingly questioned 
him as to the Cripple Creek strike ! 
and its principal events, the meeting 
at Denver after the Independence 
station was blown up and the sub¬ 
sequent journey to Wyoming. 

Ed. Boyce, formerly president of 
the Western Federation of Miners 
and now one of the owners of the 
Hercules, was called to the stand be¬ 
fore the noon recess. Boyce, under 
the guidance of Darrow, amused the 
court room as he told, with a ready 
Irish wit, how in 1893, James H. 
Hawley, now leading counsel against 
Haywood, hut then retained as coun¬ 
sel for the miners, suggested to 
Boyce while the latter was in Boise, 
the organization of the Western Fed¬ 
eration of Miners as an offset to the 
Mine Owners’ Association. 

W. W. Rush of Denver, formerly 
an engineer on the Florence and 
Cripple Creek Railroad, was the next 
witness. Rush was engineer of the 
train which the Western Federation 
of Miners claims an attempt was 
made to wreck in order to put the 
blame on the union. Rush said there 
were two attempts. As to the first 
he knew nothing but as to the sec¬ 
ond he received information. 

“Who from?” asked Darrow.

Woman and Horses Drowned. 

Helena, Mont, June 28.—A dis¬ 
patch to the Record from Terry, 
Mont., says that a cloudburst occur¬ 
red about twenty miles distant la 
which one woman and about seventy 
horses ware drowned yesterday. 


Morenci, Arizona, Swept by Fire. 
Morenci, Ariz., June 28.—The en¬ 
tire saloon district known as New¬ 
town, situated one half mile from 
Morenci, burned to the ground last 
night with a loss of from 875,000 to 
$100,000. The buildings were most¬ 
ly frame and carried only $3,000 in¬ 
surance. Twenty-five buildings, in¬ 
cluding saloons, restaurants, stores 
and houses were totally destroyed. 

The fire started in a room above a 
saloon and In less than an hour the 
town was in ashes. No deaths oc¬ 
curred. 

Saloons were being opened today 
in tunnels and canvas tents. 


Three Persons Killed by Lightning. 

New York, June 28.—A death¬ 
dealing electric storm yesterday af¬ 
ternoon, following a day of swelter¬ 
ing heat, soaked with humidity, 
swept over the city and surrounding 
territory, killing three persons, in¬ 
juring several, causing many fires 
and doing considerable damage. In 
ftiis city proper the only places struck 
were two churches. The steeples of 
both were torn to fragments by the 
lightning bolts. 


$15,000,000 Contract Let for Cars. 

New York, June 28.—The Harri¬ 
man, Gould and other large railroad 
systems have placed car contracts 
within the last few days calling for 
an expenditure of $15,000,000, and 
orders are pending for others to the 
value of fully $10,000,000. Heavy 
contracts are also about to be given 
for locomotives for use on Eastern 
lines. The principal contracts call 
for 14,100 freight cars. The Harri¬ 
man lines have ordered 6,000 refrig¬ 
erator cars. The Missouri Pacific has 
contracted for 7,000 freight cars. 
Most of these will be delivered this 
year. 


Court Was an Arsenal. 

Los Angeles, June 28—Judge Hut¬ 
ton adjourned Department 7 of the 
Superior Court yesterday for live 
minutes to allow principals and wit¬ 
nesses In the Cataic canyo^ eattle 
case to deliver their guns to the 
bailiff for safekeeping. 


Mail Carriers (Jo On Strike. 

Butte. Mont., June 28.—All of the 
mail carriers of this city went on 
■trike last night, the men declaring 
they could not live on the present 
scale of wages paid by the Govern¬ 
ment, despite the increase which be¬ 
comes effective July 1. The men 
have been receiving $600 for the first 
year and $850 for succeeding Tears. 


Famous Humorist Is Highly Honored 
by Venerable University. 

Oxford, June 2 8—With thirty men 
distinguished in politics, art, science 
or letters, including Premier Camp¬ 
bell-Bannerman, Lord Chancellor 
Lorburn and Speaker of the House 
of Commons, Mr. Lowther and Gen¬ 
eral Booth, Mark Twain received an 
Oxford degree yesterday. The visi¬ 
tors included Ambassador Reid and 
numerous other Americans. Lord 
Curzon, chancellor of the university, 
presided. Mr. Raid was cheered upon 
entering the theater, but a great 
ovation was reserved for Mark 
Twain, the lion of the occasion. 
Every one rose when he was escorted 
up the aisle and he was applauded 
for a quarter of an hour. 

When the American humorist was 
presented, the students started a fire 
of chaffing about his books and their 
heroes, mixed with frequent ques¬ 
tions such as “Where is your white 
suit?” 

Ambassador Reid received the de¬ 
gree of bachelor of law, as did Gen¬ 
eral Booth, the warmth of whose re¬ 
ception was only exceeded by that 
accorded to Mark Twain. The crowd 
waited outside the building to cheer 
Mark Twain, as, wearing the scarlet 
nobes of a doctor of letters, he 
marched in procession to the chan¬ 
cellor’s residence, where those hon¬ 
ored by the degrees were entertained. 


500 Chinese Burn to Death. 

Victoria, B. C., June 28.—Mail ad¬ 
vices from Hongkong tell of the de¬ 
struction of a native theater in that 
city, when 500 of the audience and 
ten of the actors were burned to 
death. 


Fatally iiurnea. 

Los Angeles, June 28.—Mrs. Lou¬ 
ise Rohan, wife of F. G. Rohan, and 
mother of four children, was burned 
to death by an explosion of gasoline 
at her home at 82 6 Tennessee street. 
Mistaking a can of gasoline for a can 
of coffee, she put it on the stova, 
when the explosion occurred. 


t Cincinnati, O., June 28.—In an ad¬ 
dress before the Ohio bankers in ses¬ 
sion here, Milton E. Ailes, vice-presi- 
dent of Riggs’ National Bank of 
( Washington, said: 
j ! "Probably not since the days of 
Andrew Jackson has interests in the 
. relation of Government and the 
, banks been greater than during the 
past year.” 

Mr. Ailes pointed out the singular 
fact that while America was quick to 
adopt modern methods in almost 
every field of endeavor, it has been 
slow in working out a financial sys¬ 
tem that would keep pace with the 
extraordinary development of the 
country; that, while we taught the 
old countries new methods in arts 
and industries, our currency and 
banking laws had remained crude. 

“They do not belong to this era of 
1 modern equipment,” he said. “They 
belong to the days of the ox cart and 
the sail ship and have no place in an 
age of electricity and steam.” 

Mr. Ailes demonstrated how neces¬ 
sary it is under our present system 
for the Secretary of the Treasury to 
give occasional assistance to the 
money market in order to avert 
i financial disaster. Every treasurer in 
the past thirty or forty years had 
been obliged to render such assist¬ 
ance. 

“It was made necessary by reason 
of the accumulation of revenues in 
1 the vaults of the Government and 
the taking out of circulation Just so 
much money as was received by the 
Government,” continued Mr. Ailee. 
“Every reason why such relief should 
be extended existed, yet every Sec¬ 
retary of the Treasury, by giving the 
assistance had subjected himself to 
political criticism from his oppo¬ 
nents, and so long as we maintain 
an independent treasury into which 
is poured our surplus revenues neces¬ 
sitating subsequent distributions 
among banks, so long will political 
opponents continue to inflame the 
public mind.” 

Mr. Ailes said that the Government 
surplus for the current year would 
amount to between $85,000,000 and 
$90,000,000 and that the locking up 
of so vast a sum could not be toler¬ 
ated as it would be followed surely 
by financial disaster. He suggested 
that the policy be reversed and that 
the collections be made through the 
banks, by drawing such amounts 
from the banks as are needed to meet 
expenditures. He thought this place 
nearly an ideal one under existing 
laws. By It the Secretary of the 
Treasury would escape the unreason¬ 
able criticism leveled at him by polit¬ 
ical opponents or any trouble that 
might arise concerning financial or 
commercial life the public and the 
banks and not the Treasury, then 
would be responsible. Mr. Ailes 
pointed out that it might be neces¬ 
sary to have some governing author¬ 
ity or central institutions stand in a 
position to afTord relief. 

He urged that the adoption of such 
a plan would render our circulation 
more elastic and would elemlnate 
some of the evils of the present sys¬ 
tem. Mr. AileS concluded: 

"In the meantime and pending the 
consideration of other laws we must 
do the best we can under existing 
conditions. That these troublesome 
problems are receiving the earnest 
attention of Mr. Cortelyou is evinced 
by the fact that he has appointed a 
commission to study the relations be¬ 
tween the Treasury and the banks 
with reference to the distribution of 
public funds.”

SOME UNIVERSITY OF 
CALIFORNIA ITEMS 


President Wheeler has announced 
to the Regents of the University his 
declination of the Presidency of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
recently tendered him, and his decision 
to continue his present work at the 
University of California. 

Word is received at the university 
that Dr. George A. Reisner, formerly 
connected with the faculty and now 
working on behalf of Mrs. Phoebe A. 
Hearst in Egypt, has been appointed 
archaeologist in charge of the excava¬ 
tions of the Egyptian government in 
Nubia. The archaeological work about 
to be undertaken is the most remarkable 
ever conceived. It is to be nothing 
more nor less than the continuous ex¬ 
cavation of both sides of the Nile from 
Kalabsche to Derr, a distance of 150 
kilometers. This is rendered necessary 
by the decision to raise the Assuan dam 
another 8 meters. Professor Maspero, 
the head of the department of an¬ 
tiquities, is to have charge of the restora¬ 
tion of the known temples, and the 
copying of their inscriptions. Captain 
Lyons, head of thesurvey department, 
is in charge of the topographical and 
archaeological survey, and has assigned 
to Dr. Reisner the task of excavating 
the monuments at present buried 
under the soil and the recording and 
publishing of these excavations. The 
work is expected to last live years. 

Dr. W. 8. Ferguson, associate pro¬ 
fessor of Greek and Roman history, 
who is absent on leave in Europe, has 
sent word to the university regarding 
his experiences abroad. His comments 
on libraries in various places which he 
has visited are most instructive. Of 
the Harvard Library, he says that for 
facility of access to books and for rich¬ 
ness of materials it is suj>erior to any¬ 
thing he has found in Europe. He 
says that he can do his work more 
satisfactorily in Cambridge than in 
Berlin or London, because of the 
greater rapidity with which he is able 
to avail himself of the library privileges. 
“For the hunting up of references,” he 
says, “and the bibliographical work in 
general, the freedom of the American 
library is almost indispensable for me. 
I t is a great evil when a library bureau¬ 
cracy gets established as in Italy ami 
Germany, and comes to regard itsollice 
as self-suMieient, subject to its own 
law, and having as its own peculiar 
end the preservation of books.” In 
Rome Professor Ferguson found the 
library of the German Institute sur¬ 
prisingly good; it contained the arch¬ 
aeological works which he needed, and 
inasmuch as it is “managed by 
scholars and not by librarians, there 
are no vexatious delays in getting 
books and no limitations upon the 
number to be drawn at once. “The 
library at Torino Professor Ferguson 
found fairly good. Dr. Sanctis, Profes¬ 
sor of Ancient History in the univer¬ 
sity, secured for him all the privileges 
of a local professor; still with even this 
advantage the restrictions were nu¬ 
merous and exacting, and he could 
work only with considerable in¬ 
convenience. 

The annual summer session opened 
Monday last with 498 applications for 
admission, and 485 students actually 
registered. The faculty, students and 
visitors met in general assembly at the 
first university meeting in the after¬ 
noon. Dean Reiber formally wel¬ 
comed the attendants and issued an¬ 
nouncements of general interest. 
Professor Harry Suzzallo addressed 
himself particularly to the teachers, 
presenting the opportunities offered in 
the session to supply needs commonly 
felt in teaching. Professor H. Morse 
Stephens extended a hearty welcome 
to the auditors, and expressed his con¬ 
viction that persons who came merely 
to listen to the lectures, and who were 
frankly opposed to taking examina¬ 
tions, were welcome to the professors. 
The meeting was held in Hearst Hall 
and was well attended. 


HALF MOON BAY ITEMS 


The crop outlook on the coast this 
year is exceptionally good. While the 
crops will not be as large as formerly 
they will be of much better quality 
and will thereby bring good prices. 
The fact that so many hundred acres 
have l>een withdrawn from cultivation 
lessens the crop to a great extent, but 
as a whole the crops on the coast side 
this year will be exceptionally good. 

Despite the reports to the contrary 
the contractors are still at work on the 
road bed of the Ocean Shore and are 
making good progress toward com¬ 
pleting the road. In another week the 
road bed from Point Pedro to Half 
Moon Bay will be practically complete. 
The work in the vicinity of Point 
Montara is nearly finished; Contractor 
Ereckson exjiects to complete his con¬ 
tract in another week, then all will be 
ready for the rails. J. B. Rogers, chief 
engineer of the Ocean Shore, was on 
the coast side Tuesday inspecting the 
work. He is well pleased with the 
progress which is being made and 
predicts an early Completion of the 
road.—Review.
